ROLLA, MO., Feb. 20.—To-night the Hadson 
case goes to the jury fora verdict. Counsels’ 
arguments in the case are how being made. 

Charged with the murder of Dr, Louis G. 
Howard in the streets of Joplin, Mo., on 
gept. 18, 1886, the alleged motive for the mur- 
der being the sum of $1,000 paid to him by 
peter E. Blow on condition that he assas- 
ginate Dr. Howard, George Hudson's life 
pow hangs in the balance which will find its 
adjustment only by the verdict of the twelve 
men composing the Hudson jury. 

It is the almost unanimous belief that that 
verdict will be for conviction, or thata hung 
jury will necessitate @ second trial of this re 
gmarkabile case. 

The town of Rolla isin a storm ofthe most 
{ptense excitement at the close of this 
strange and now famous criminal trial. The 
streets are filed with strangers from all the 
surrounding towns, every incoming train is 
crowded with visitors,anxious to be in at the 
reading of the verdict, and the court-room, 
where the arguments of counsel are now be- 
ing mage, is packed tothe very window sills, 

For the first time during the Hudson trial, 
there isa notable attendance of ladies pres- 


ent. They came early to get seats where they’ 


would be certain to hear the pleadings for and 
eavainst George Hudson’s ilfe, and they are 
even more deeply interested in the closing 
scenes of the great trial than the masculine 
element present. The pecullar story sur- 
rounding the killing of Dr. Howard accounts

book. All week Judge a has ruled the 
wrangling attorneys for the defense and 
prosecution with a rod of iron, but with per- 
fect good nature. His rulings are marvel- 
ously quick and exagperatingly correct, and 
he has the record of fewer reversals than any 
Judge in Southwest Missouri. Judge Bland’s 
one object in the progress of the Hudson case 
has been to lose as little time as possible. 
When both sides announced at 8:15 o’clock 
yesterday afternoon that they had no fur- 
ther testimony to offer, Judge Bland replied: 
Ver i to gentlemen. his case must go 
to the to-morrow night without fail.’’ 

There was a wild protest from both the 
prosecution and defense. 

**To-morrow is Saturday,’’ said Judge 
Bland, calmly expectorating. ‘‘The next 
day is Sunday and the nexta legal holiday. 
There is no use in carrying the case into next 
week. Wewilll adjourn now until 7 o’clock 
to-night, when the arguments can begin. 
You will have all day to- morrow, and I warn 
you now that this case will gotothe jury to- 
morrow night without fail.’ 

The counsel in the case submitted without 
another word. 

**‘All witnesses in this case are now dlis- 
missed !"’ cried Judge Bland, and then turn- 
ing to Deputy Sheriff. Davidson, he said:

EXCITEMENT IN ROLLA. 

It is safe to say there isn’t a farmer living 
within ten miles of Rolla who isn’t in Rolla 
to-day. Saturday is a sort of half-holiday 
for farmers, and all day long wagons and 
other vehicles have been pouring into the 
town on every road. Men on horseback are 
as plentiful to day as they were here in war- 
times. Outside the little brick Court-house, 
built in 1861, the road is blocked with veh!- 
cles, and saddled horses are picketed all 
along the railing that runs across its front. 

A short distance away, andin full view, 
Stands the almost miniature stone jail in 
which George Hudson has been confined dur-

ing thetrial, It hasonly one room. It is of 
solid stone. It hasasteel cage forming its 
interior, and it is said thata prisoner would | 
have to dig through twenty feet of stone to 
get past its foundation. 

Right in front of it stands the Jaller’s 
frame cottage, fronting onthe street. 

Rolla is wild with the tense excitement of 
the day. Thereis more than George Huda- 
son’s life atstake? There isnot a citizen of 
Rolla who doesn’t Know Peter E. Blow, the 
wealthy young mine manager, accused by 
the prosecution of having paid George Hud- 
s0N $1,000 to assassinate Dr. Louis G. Howard 
of Joplin. For three years Peter E. Blow 
was a student at the Rolla School of Mines, 
and for one year afterwards a professor at 
that school. For years after that he was an 
almost daily visitorto Kolla. He was once 
shot Gown on the streets of Rolla by a young 
man with whom he hada personal difficulty, 
and who, meeting him-on the street, fired 
six shotsat him from a revolver, three of 
them piercing Blow’s neck. 

Peter E. Blow’s strange connection with 
the Hudson murder case is the element that 
has lent that case its most sensational as- 
pect. 

AUGUMENTS NOW BEING MADE. 

Since 7 o’clock last nightthe closing en- 
counter between opposing counsel forthe 
defense and ac age ge has been the one 
almost final feature of the progress ofthe 
Hudson case. A stranger in Rolla shortly 
before that hour would have thought there 
was some mysterious sort of torchlight pro- 
cession mobilizing on one central gathering 
piace. Toward the Court-house from all 
directions through the darkness gleamed the 
light of swinging hand-lanterns as people 
made their way to that focal spot to be pres- 
ent at the beginning of the arguments of 
counsel on the evidence submitted in 
the Hudson case. The and 
the... anti - | ly.

WHAT THE STATE CLAIMS. 

Under the lamplight in the Rolla court- 
room, before acrowd that formed a solid 
wall merging into black shadows, Prosecut- 
ing Attorney J. H. Dryden of Carthage, Mo., 
opened the argument for the State. His 
speech, which was over an hour in length, 
was athorough array of the evidence | oe 
sented in the case, and at its close he said: 

‘*‘The State has proved, gentlemen of the 
jury, that Dr. Louis G. Howard was assassi- 
nated in Joplin, Mo., on the night of Sept. 13, 
1886. It has proved that he was assassinated 
by aman wholaidin wait behind a pile of 
boxes standing front of Young’s drug store 
on the corner of Third and Main streets. It 
has proved by the testimony of eye-wit- 
nesses that George Hudson was the man who 
thus lay in wait for Dr. Howard. It has 
proved by the testimony of Bud Barber, who 
saw the shooting, that George Hudson fired 
the shot which crashed through Dr. Howard’s 
brain. Ithas proved also by eye- witnesses 
who recognized him then, and who have 
identified him in this court-room, as did also 
the previous witnesses, that George Hudson 
was the man seen running away from 
the scene of the murder, pistol in 
hand. It has been proved by George Hud- 
son’s own statements to credible witnesses, 
wbo have testified here to the fact, that 
George Hudson, before he killed Dr. Howard, 
announced that he was goingtokillhim. It 
has proved by equally credible witnesses that 
after Dr. Howard had been murdered George 
Hudson announced to them that he (George 
Hudson) had done the deed. It has proved 
by equally credible witnesses to whom he 
made the statement, that George Hudson 
acknowledged his motive for the crime to 
have been the sum of $1,000, paid to him by 
Peter E. Blow for the commission of that 
crime. On this evidence, gentlemen of the 
jury, we ask from you, in the performance of 

our sworn duty to the State of Missouri, an 
honest and fearless verdict in accordance 
with the evidence as presented. 

THE DEFENSE CLAIMS A COMPLETE ALIBI. 


Attorney Wm. Cloud of Pierce City, Mo., 
followed Mr. Dryden for the defense and laid 
before the jury the alibi made for George 
Hudson by the defense’s witnesses. Mr. 
Cloud said that the defense did not attempt 
to deny the fact that Dr. Howard had been 
cruelly assassinated, nor cid it attempt to 
condone that foul and murderous crime. 
But it @id contend that the defendant, 
George Hudson, was innocent of the crime 
because the defense had proved that 1 
would have been a physical impossibility for 
George Hudson to have committed that 
crime.

tion for truth and veracity of Devinda and 
Jackson Green, witnesses for the defense 
was not good at Aurora, where they lived at 
the present time. J. F. Berry, a Constable 
at Aurora, testified to the same effect. John 
Kincannon of Granby, Mo., testified that 
Jackson Green’s reputation for truth and ve- 
racity in Granby, where Green had once 
lived, was not : 

Charles Yandail of Webb City. Mo., testi- 
fied that he was in George Hudson’s saloon 
in Granby, Mo,, on Sept. 18, 1886, from 5:30 to 
11:30 o’clock p. m., and that during that time 
he never once saw George Hudgon, the de. 
fendant. Saloon had three rooms. Witness 
had never seen a bed in any of the, rooms in 
George Hudson’s saloon, Charles Kesweter 
was recalled and testified as to the manner 
of keeping the cash slips offered in evidence 
in his previous testimony. 

Dr. R. B. Tyler of Joplin testified as to the 
direction which the shot that killed Dr. How- 
ard must have been fired from, viz.: from the 
southeast, andatan angle of about 45 de- 
grees. This testimony agrees with the pros- 
ecution’s claim that the assassin fired from 
behind the empty boxes on the corner of 
Third and Main streets. 

The jury then inspected with a magnifying 
—y the entry in Blacksmith Daviason’s 

ook showing that he had shod a horse for 
George Hudson, the defendant, on Sept. 13, 
1886, the day Dr. Howard was murdered. 
The prosecution claims that the entry is 
made over the erasure of another and dllifer- 
ent entry. 

At this point the State announced that its 
case was closed, the defense did likewilse, 
Judge Bland dismissed all Jurors in the case 
and appointed 7 o’clock last night asthe 
hour at which the arguments of counsel 
would open. 


THE ABEILLE TRAGEDY. 


An Autopsy Held—Mrs. Deacon and Her 
Children Disappear. 


PARIS, Feb. 20.—Interest in the Deacon- 
Abeillie tragedy has in no way diminished 
and is not likely todo so until Mr. Edward 
Parker Deacon is tried and acquitted—for 
that seems to be the ending looked forward 
to on allsides. Whenthetrial takes place, 
itis likely that some additional sensational 
revelations may be made. As exclusively 
stated in these dispathes it was reported 
soon after the shooting that there was an- 


other woman in the case, and that this wo- 
man is supposed by an anonymous letter to 
have notified Mr. Deaconof bis wife’s infi- 
delity. This seems to be correct in every 
particular. The second woman in the case Is 
said to be a countess, moving in high circles 
in this city, and who was deeply enamored of 
M. Emile Abellle, the man shot by Mr. 
Deacon on Wednesday night. 

M. Abellle, it appears, neglected the 
Countess and followed Mrs. Deacon about, 
thus arousing the jealousy of his former 
love, whocaused him to be watched, with 
the result that she was able to notify Mr. 
Deacon of his wife’s infidelity, and to en- 
able him to surprise her almost in the arms 
of her iover. Mr. Deacon soon after the 
shooting sent several telegrams to this city. 
This statement has been entirely contirmed. 
It will be found that two cable messages 
have been sentto the United States by Mr. 
Deacon—one to Boston, your correspondent 
is informed, and the other to New York. One 
ofthe telegrams sent to this city was ad- 
dressed toa member ofthe firm of L’Her- 
bette, Kane &. Co., bankers, of the Rue de 
Scribe, with whom Mr. Deaconis said to be 
in partnership, a statement, however, which 
has been denied. This telegram reads as 
follows: 

Last nightI fired three revolver shots at Emile 
Abeille, whom I found in my wife’s apartments, 
One ball wounded him in the thig bh, the other in the 
chest; the third missed. I have been informed that 

thie morning. ® rec tokens of 
sympathy from everybody. The magistrates have 
been kindly disposed towards me. The reasons 
which influenced me, will, it would seem, exonerate 
me. . 

The autopsy upon the body of the late M. 
Abellie took piace ent yg! evening and it 
was the occasion of a most distressing scene, 
The relatives of the dead man (two brothers 
and sister, Countess De la Roudelette), pro- 
tested strongly against the body being 
mutilated by the surgeons. They claimed 
that there could be no possibie doubt that M. 
Abeille died from pistol shot wounds in- 
fiicted by Mr. Edward Parker Deacon, and 
that it was outrageous to disfigure the re- 
mains without any necessity. The Countess 
De la Roudelette is said to have begged the 
officials of Cannes on her knees not to allow 
the body to be mutilated. The officials, how- 
ever, insisted that the law compelled them 
to proceed with the autopsy, and 
so the hody was handed over to the 
surgeons who, in due course of time, decided 
officially that death had been caused by a 
pistol wound in the breast. The Countess 
and her two brothers were thus detained 
at Cannes all night suffering great 
tormeats of mind and it was 
not until midnight that they were 
allowed to take the body to the depot, from 
where it started on its way to this city at2 
o’clock this afternoon. 

Mrs. Deacon and her four children, to the 
surprise of everybody,the Cannes authori- 
tiesin the bargain, have mysteriously and 
completely disappeared. hey vanished 
from the Hotel Metropole during the past 
night and, according to one rumor, are mak- 
ing for England, from which country they 
will, accordingtothe story, takea steamer 
for the United States, entering upon the 
books under some assumed name. Another 
story has it that Mrs. Deacon and her children 
were driven during the night to a neighbor- 
ing village and are now concealed in the 
house ofa friend of the lady at Antibes, fr- 
teen miles from Nice, Still another rumor 
has it that Mrs. Deacon was driven tothe 
neighboring village referred to, she was rap- 
idly transferred, with her children, toa sec- 
ond carriage, which was bastily driven to 
the sea shore, where a fishing boat was in 
waiting. Mrs. Deacon is said to have em- 
barked on board this small craft and to be 
making her way toward some port where she 
expects to throw off all clew as to her identity 
and whereabouts. 

Mr. Deacon is still under surveillance at 
Grasse, and according to the latest dis- 

atches is expecting every moment to be re- 
eased on Dall. 


SENSATION AT SAN FRANCISCO. 

SAN Francisco, Feb. 2.—Mrs. Deacon, 
whose intrigue with M. Abeille caused the 
shooting at Cannes, was very well known 
here, where Admiral Baldwin was stationed 
from 1864 to 1878. Myra Baldwin was a beau- 
tiful girl, who entered society very early, as 
is the custom here, where a girl makes her 
debut frequently at 15, and is as mature 
physically and mentally as a girlin a colder 
climate ati8. Shehad many admirers, and 
was the petof a fashionable set, being the 
special favorite of Mrs. George Hearst and 
Mrs John T. Doyle. She attended ali the 
large parties, and for two seasons she was 
conspicuous here, and was the reigning 
beauty. The story ofthe shooting causeda 
great sensation here among society people.

ST. PerTerspure, Feb. 19.—The Ozarwitch’s 
Central Famine Committee Is publishing the 
reports made by delegates sent to the famine 
districts. Delegate Yousephovitch sends an 
optimistic report concerning the part of 
Samara that he visited, but he admits that 
the peasants have been obliged tosell their 
live stock owing to lack of fodder. He states 
that he hag not received a single complaint 
regarding the quality of the grain supplied 
to the people. Amother delegate. Mme. 
Davidoff, who visited Veronesh, says that 
over 10,000 women inthat province are desti- 
tute, having sold everything for food. In 
conclusion she says that the greatest enthu- 
siasm is manifested in the villages over the 
prospect of work being furnished.

They also urge that other members of the 
Relief Committee be reprimanded for culpa- 
ble negligence in not preventing the consum- 
mation of the swindle. 

An Interesting factin connection with the 
efforts of the Government to ald the sufferers 
by means of free tickets on the railways is 
that even this charity has been abused. 
Many complaints have. been made by the 
railway authorities, especially on the Nich- 
Olas line, that the free ticket system, which 
is intended exclusively for destitute persons 
coming from the famine-stricken districts to 
the capitalin search of relief and employ- 
ment, has been taken advantage of by well- 
to-do persons, especially of the merchant 
class.

TERS, 

Lonpowr, -Feb. 2®.—The return of severe 
weather, heavy snows and intense cold isa 
serious matter for the managers of theatri- 
cal houses inthis city. The continuance of 
the bad luck that set in with the death of the 
Duke of Clarence and Avondale is greatly 
affecting receipts. 

80 desperate is the condition of affairs in 
the amusement world, at least in certain por- 
tions of it, that some managers are con- 
sidering the advisability of suspend- 
ing operations in their line until 
the return of better times, Mr. 
Thomas Thorne, lessee and manager of 
the Vaudeville Theater, where ‘‘Saints and 
Sinners’’ has held the boards for some time 
past, has already announced that he will 
withdraw that play, and that the theater 
will remain closed until the prospect im- 
proves. When the Vaudeville is reopened, 
Horner’s comedy, ‘‘The Last Straw,’” will be 
the attraction. Following the precedent set 
by the officials of the Houses of Parliament, 
the Lyceum and Haymarket Theaters are 
fumigated afterevery performance. This is 
done to minimize the risk of spreading in- 
fluenza among the audiences at those houses. 

The event of the week in the theatrical 
world will be the production to-night atthe 
St. James Theater of Mr. Oscar W ilde’s play, 
‘*Lady Windermere’s Fan.’’ This is the first 
one of his plays to be produced in England, 
and there is much interest manifested in 
theatrical circles as to the reception of Mr. 
Wilde’s first venture. If ‘‘Lady Winder- 
mere’s Fan’’ proves @ success, his ‘‘Duchess 
of Padua’’ will probably be produced 
shortly.

The fever 
mortality is decreasing dally,and every effort 
is being made to effectually stamp out the 
disease. 


GENERAL FOREIGN NEWS, 


CATTLE DISEASE INQUIRY—THE PAMIR INCI- 
DENT. 

Lonpown, Feb. 20.—The official report of the 
Danish veterinarian on the recent outbreak 
in London of foot and mouth disease among 
cattle said to be from Denmark concludes with 
the statement that itis not possible that the 
contagion was contracted in Denmark or 
aboard ship, and thatit is probable that the 
cattle became infected in Islandton market. 
This report confirms the view of the veteri- 
narian attachedto the American Consul in 
London thatthe germs of the disease were 
imported in raw hides from Germany, and is 
in accordance with the fact that animals 
have been attacked in England which never 
came in contact with Danish beasts. 

LOOK FAVORABLE. 

The St. James Gazette saysthat the negotia- 
tions which are being conducted between En- 
gland and Russia inregard to the expulsion 
by Russian officers in September last of Capt. 
Younghusband from the Pamir, point toa 
settle ment favorable to England. The Rus- 
Sian authorities have fully investigated the 
affair and have concluded that the Russian 
officers acted precipitately, and Russia now 
shows her full desire to make reparation for 
the acts of her officers. Itis expected, the 
St. James Garette adds, that an apology, com- 
patible with the. dignity of both countries, 
will be tendered to England by Russia. 

BALFOUR INDORSED. 

The News says: ‘‘The Uister members have 
impartedtoMr. Balfour their general ap- 
proval of the Irish local government Dill, 
together with the opinion that it is advis- 
abie to withdraw the clause investing the 
judges with suspensory power over the 
councils and the transfer of power to assess 
damages for malicious injury or murder 
from the grand committees to the County 
Court judges.’’ 

Severe storms, which have prevailed tn 
Great Britain, have almost completely 
prostrated the land telegraph lines. The 
communication between London and Liver- 
pool and the cable stations on the coasts Is 
ofa fitful character and telegraphic busi- 
ness is seriously impeded. Thereis, how- 
ever, no trouble in cablingto Germany, the 
far east or South America by the way of 
Europe and those places reached by the 
other connections of the cables than those 
prostrated. 

WILLIAM’S LATEST SCHEME, 

BERLIN, Feb. 3#.—The Kaiser having got 
his education scheme wellin hand, has now 
resoived to regulate emigration. The new 
German emigration bill, soon to be Iintro- 
duced in the Reichstag, requires. all intend- 
ing emigrants to give notice to the police a 
month before starting. The notice must in- 
clude a statement as to where they are going 
and the police are to publish such notice ina 
conspicuous place, so that all the public may 
know who the intending emigrants are and 
their place of destination. Agents are there- 
fore forbidden to forward emigrants unless 
under a written contractand the promotion 
ofemigration hy foreign governments and 
societies is prohibited.

HILL’S EARLY BIRDS 


New York’s Democratic Convention 
Will Assemble Monday. 


PROBABILITIES OF A BOLT AND A SEC- 
OND MEETING. 


The Opposition Will Present a Strong 
Front—Louisiana Factions Will Decide 
on Their Ticket by a Primary Election— 
Fusion Talked of in Minnesota—Gen- 
eral Political News. 


ALBANY, N.-Y., Feb. 30.—The Democratic 
State Convention will be calied to order 
promptly at 120’clock on Monday by Ohair- 
man Murphy. The State Committee will meet 
about 10 0’clock, and it is said that they will 
settie all controversies and listen to all pro- 
tests beforethe convention meets at noon. 
The Protesting Committees from New York 
and Brooklyn in regard tothe alleged too 
early convention will be compelled to state 
their grievances before the State Committee, 
and will get their answer there and 
not at theconvention. The New York Dis- 
sentients’ Committee of fifty arrived to-day 
and their case will be presented by Freder- 
liek R. Coudert, William Gray and Charles 8. 
Fairchild. The printed protests are already 
inthe hands of the State Committee. The 
Brooklyn delegation to appear before the 
committee for the same purpose consists of 
A. A. Healy, F. W. Heinrich and E. M. Shep- 
ard. Adelegationof a similar nature will 
come down from Rochester, and there is 
liable to be some active protesting if these 
all gain admission tothe hall. 

Preparations have been made for the hold- 
ing of what will probably be an opposition 
convention. The leaders of the Cooper Union 
movement have hireda hall on State street. 
In this place will meet the committee of fifty 
from Brooklyn and New York and about fifty 
more protestants against the early conven- 
tion from other partsof the State. Their 

roceedings, it isexpected, will be conducted 
Just the same as those of a convention. As the 

tate Committee meets atl10 o’clock Monday 
morning, the protestants will get together 
before that hourand appoint committees 
which will draft resolutions of protest and 
present to the State Committee. Some of 
their friends who are delegates to the 
regular convention will also be asked 
to present these resolutions to the 
whole body of delegates. - The 150 will then 
awaitinthe hallan answer from Harmanus 
BleeKercam. It is Mkely that they will get 
tired before the answer comes, for the regu- 
lar leaders are not inclined to recognize them 
inany way. 

Some of the timerous ones belleve thata 
plot is hatching to cause discord in that con 
vention itself. If the resolutions offered by 
the anti- Hill delegates are rejected, they be- 
lieve that these men may refuse to take any 
further part in the proceedings and walk out 
ofthe hall in a body and join the yo mpg 
in Van Vechten Hall, whence acall may be 
issued for the holding of another convention 
or general meeting shortly before the date 
set for the National Convention 
at Chicago. This prospect of an 
opposition convention or gathering of the 
anti-Hlll men isthe only subject talked of. 
Not since i879, wnen John Kelly and the Tam- 
many menrefusedto support Lucius Robl- 
son, has there been a bolt from a Democratic 
convention. The leaders here all feei that 
sucha move asthat, sucha split, no mat- 
ter how small it might be, would have more 
effect on the party leaders outside this State 
than any number of mass-meetings and 
protests, no matter how. large a body of vot- 
ers they might represent. Consequently 
there is much conferring going on as to how 
such a move may be headed off. 

Of all things just now that Senator Hill 
most dreads is asplit ora bolt from the con- 
vention, and yet that is just what seems 
likely to occur. The Cooper Union men may 
show after all that they know a thing o1 two 
about practical politics. 

Some talk is heard about the delegates-at- 
large, Dut it is nearly all talk. Part of the 
slate is not yet made out and will not be till 
the last moment. The names of John Boyd, 
Richard Croker and Edward Murphy, Jr., 
and some Brooklyn man to be named by 
Hugh McLaughlin, are inthe air to-night, 
but there are not many who think that either 
Mr. Murphy or Mr. Croker will go as dele- 
gates, except from their own districts. A 
heavy snow has been falling here since 6

made and the lack of skill they displaye4 
itis presumed that the thieves were boys, as 
more experienced burglars woula have taken 
articles less liable of identification and more 
valuable. 

Among other things they rifed was Mr. 
Parrish’s hoodoo box, in which he had a 
number of hoodoo trinkets, including a left 
hind rabbit foot, a Mexican gaff for chicken 
fighitug and other things of no value save to 
the owner. 

The burglars got in, took what they wanted 
and went away without being observed. The 
police knew nothing of it, and neither did the 
night watchman. until Mr. Parrish and his 
clerks got down to-day and made the discov- 
ery and reported it.

THE ONLY WOMAN THERE. 


Sarah Haviland Hes Spent Twenty-Six 
Years in Michigan Penitentiary. 


JACKSON, Mich., Feb. 20.—Sarah Haviland, 
the only woman prisoner in the Michigan 
State Prison at this place, has been doing 
penance fora horrible crime for twenty-six 
years. 

She poisoned her three young children, one 
ofthem but a babe, by placing arsenic in 
their food. She had been completely infatu- 
ated by a clairvoyant healer, Dr. Dan Baker, 
and she claimstohave been hypnotized by 
him when the cri.ue was committed. When 
Sarah Haviland poisoned her little ones 


she was 88 years old, and a cwumely looking 
woman. Sheisold and wrinkled now at 63. 
Dr. Baker, the seductive infatuator, came to 
prison along with Sarah, but he pined oway, 
went crazy,and died after three years in 
solitary confinement. 

Sarah Haviland’s story, as told by herself 
is as follows: ‘‘I was wedded to Ira Haviland 
at Ypsilanti, and we lived together moe to 
for fourteen years. Mr. Haviland then died 
of consumption, leaving me with four 
children, the youngest a babe. I had some 
property which we had accumulated during 
the fourteen years, and 1 was sought 
in marriage by John Leonard. 
Believing Leonard to be a good man, I mar- 
ried him, and then began any amount of 
trouble. He wasa dissolute drunken fiend 
and I never took a moment’s comfort while i 
lived with him. I began proceedings for a 
divorce, and this so enraged him that I was 
forced to leave Ypsilanti. I went to Battle 
Creek, where Iwas soon granted a divorce. 
At that timel had three children with me, 
the two born since my marriage and the 
youngest one by my former marriage. 

**At Battle Creek I was introduced to Dan 
Baker, who claimed to be a doctor, 
but 1 guess he was a fraud. He 
was a very pleasant man and paid 
me much attention. I had some money at 
the time and he advised me asto what should 
be done with it. 

‘What I now say of that six months is the 
reflection of many years. lam an old woman 
and have not long to stay on this earth, but 
what Itellis the solemn truth. Dr. Baker 
had complete control over me from the start. 
I did not realize it at the time, but thousands 
of times have I realized it since. Very often 
have I looked back tothatawful peried and 
what followed and lam now quite sure that 
he controlled my actions in all thatI did. He 
hada perfect antipathy tothechildren. He 
repeatedtome many times that if it were 
not for the young ones we could be happy to- 
—— He hinted that we could be married 

f the children were not to be supported. I 
gave him some of my money and he took 
more himself. All I wanted or could think of 
was tokeep Dr. Baker nearme. He was an 
attractive man,and other women found favor 
in his eyes. All that he would say to me 
when I remonstrated, was that the children 
were in the way. 

‘*As Llook back now, I made up my mind 
to oe the children to please the doctor 
an if by so doing I did not succeed 
in keeping him by my 
would then take a dose 
as I could not think of leaving him. 
fluence over my actions was complete, as far 
as I can remember, but there are many 
things that I have since been told of which I 
have no remembrance. 

**One circumstance I remember that will 
give an idea of my mental condition at that 
time. Once, about the timeof which I have 
just spoken, I found myself upon the bank of 
the riverin the middle of the night. Ihave 
no recollection of having gone to the stream 
atall. When I came to myself I had a defined 
idea that I had come there to drown myself, 
and I presume ifI had not ‘come to’ I would 
have thrown myself into the river. 

‘*The feeling came to me that I was to lose 
the doctor if I did not dispose of the children 
insome way. The doctor encouraged me in 
this daily. One day I bougbt a quantity of 
arsenic and taking it home [ placed it 
in my little ones’ food and killed them. The 
doctor, knowing what was to be done, leit 
me fortheday and went into the country. 
He returned at night after the children were 
dead. It was proven atthe trial, at which I 
pleaded guilty, that the doctor had said be- 
fore leaving to return to Battle Creek that he 
‘must go home and make a box for them 
children.’ I pleaded guilty, asI say, and I 
told the story as I now tell it. 

‘*The doctor stood trialand was convicted 
on my testimony and upon that remark of 
which I have just spoken. We never spoke 
to each other after the trial.’’

CORNERING THE EARTH. 

The consolidations which took place last 
week of several coal carrying railroads in 
New Jersey, New York and Pennsylvania 
under the control of the Reading Railroad 
is one of the largest ‘#deals,’’ if not the 
largest, that ever took place. Its purpose 
is to cheapen the production and distribu- 
tion of coal, to lower the cost of coal to the 
producing companies. It is said that 
economies can be introduced into a large 
concern which would be impossible in a 
smallone. This, of course, is well under- 
stood and is the inducement of every com- 
bination of this kind. 

But who gets the benefit? 

Weare told that coal being produced 
more cheaply than before, the consumer 
will be benefited by lower prices. But 
price rises and falls with cost only when 
free competition prevails. The cost of 
production will undoubtedly be lowered, 
but the price will be fixed in a market con- 
trolled by a united group of corporations 
forming a perfect and absolute monopoly. 
It is a fallacy to suppose that because the 
owner of a commodity can lower prices he 
will do so. He will ‘‘charge what the 
traffic will bear,’’ and if he has a monopoly 
of a commodity which is a necessary of 
life, which the consumer must have at any 
price, there will be practically no limit to 
his exactions save that set by popular 
wrath. 

The fact is these combinations are con- 
spiracies against the people, for whose 
good the corporations were created. If 
there is any economy in monopoly the 
people should get the whole benefit. On 
no other ground can any monopoly be 
justified. Competition is the natural 
keeper of the equities between producer 
and consumer, and when for any reason a 
corporation is chartered and given certain 
privileges it is expected that it will use 
them for the public good. Acharter isa 
public trust, nota private snap. If these 
corporations are permitted to combine and 
form an absolute monopoly of anthracite 
coal, competition is entirely eliminated. 
Such a condition was never contemplated 
by the law and is repugnant to the spirit 
of free institutions. 

It is idle to pretend that the ‘‘combine’’ 
will not use its power. Power is used 
wherever itis held. And it should be re- 
membered that these allied corporations 
control not only the price of anthracite 
coal, but the opportunities for its pro- 
duction. It is proposed to fence in the 
mines. The monopoly camprises a large 
section of the natural resources of Penn- 
sylvania, access to which is forbidden. 
The supply of coal will be decreased, while 
labor is thrown out of employment. Of 
course the result will be just what it is in- 
tended to be. Prices will goup, wages will 
godown. Does any sane man doubt it? 

It is hardly possible that this consoli- 
dation will survive. The people of Penn- 
sylvania never intended to tie their own 
hands. Some way can certainly be found 
through the law to wrest these mines from 
the possession of the ‘‘combine’’ and 
throw them open for the benefit of shiver- 
ing people.

Defending his violation of the law by fall- 
ing to make saloon-keepers file yearly pe- 
titions of tax-payers for the renewal of their 
licenses, Collector Ziegenhein told the Coun- 
cil Committee the other afternoon that the 
people in North and South 8t,.

His statement as to North St. Louls was 
suchan extraordinary one that the Posrt- 
DISPATCH thought it worth printing with 
unusual prominence, like this:

The block in which the saloon stands, is a 
very short one, or at least the business part 
ofit is. Right there the Broadway cable 
cars stop, and the Baden street railway com- 
mences. During the pleasant weather of 
spring, summer and fall, thousands of peo- 
ple change carsthere going on little country 
excursions. Dozens of funeral processions 
pass there every day, too. 
demand for beer and refreshments at the 
station. John Ellis Keeps a boarding-house 
and dining-room on oneof the Broadway 
corners ofthe block. Emil Bachman has a 
drugstore, and then comes a saloon and 
lodging-house Kept by Jacobson. Then 
John Lambert hasa saloon, and next to him 
Jacob F. Hannaman bas a saloon, beer gar- 
den, ladies’ waiting-room, with ice-cream 
tables. Onthe other side of him Jacobson 
has another saloon. Atthe other end of this 
clump of business houses is the flower store 
and green house of Edward Risse. During 
the winter things are slow with all these 
places, but ail the rest of the time they make 
money. 

Jacobson came up to this block frem Frank- 
lin avenue fifteen months ago, and almost all 
ofthe people in the block, saloon-keepers 
included, signed his petition for a license. 
Florist Risse said to the reporter 
who was on the spot to-day that he signed 
the petition because he didn’t believe in 
hearsay evidence,and,although he had heard 
grave stories about the place Jacobson had 
been keeping before he came up there, he 
knew nothing himself to the man’s discredit 
and wanted to give him the benefit of the 
doubt. ‘‘I shouldn’t sign his petition now, 
though,’’ he said, ‘‘if he brought it to me.’’ 

GOT UP A STRONG PROTEST. 

In December the people on the block, most 
of them real taxpayers, which is an unusual 
thing with those saloon petitions, got up a 
letter to Collector Ziegenhein, asking him not 
to renew the license of Jacobson when the 
time came in January. Many of those who 
had signed Jacobson’s original petition were 
on this remonstrance..

Mr. Eugene Sweeney of Dallas, Tex., and 
his atrorney, Leverett Bell, appeared before 
the Council Railroad Committee yesterday 


afternoon, in behalf of the City Central Elec- 
tric road, with an air of confidence which 
was somewhat rudely dissipated before the 
close of the session. Mr. Herman Haeussler 
opened the fight, speaking for property 
holders on Hickory and Dolman. streets. 
He criticised the action of the 
committee in asking the objectors 
to state their views before they 
knew who their enemies were. He asked the 
committee to call for Sweeney and make him 
show his hand. Dr. Emil Preetorius madea 
strenuous plea forthe rights of Park avenue 
property holders. Mr, Charlies Turner 
objected to the use by the road ofthe St. 
Louis & Suburban tracks. Capt. McCulloch 
objected in behalf ofthe Cass avenue and 
Northern Central roads, Judge McKeighan 
pounded the bill andits promoters. unmer- 
cifully. He told the committee that two 
things had to be looked to: first, the impera- 
tive necessity of a franchise, and, second, 
the financial ability to operate it. He declared 
‘both to be wanting in the. present 
iinstance. He ridiculed the mysterious finan- 
cler, Mr. Sweeney, who foresaw with 
rophetic instinct the needs of St. Louisans 
or rapid transit. He took plain issue with 
Mr. Sweeney’s financial characterand de- 
nounced the bill as simon- pure speculation. 
Mr. Sweeney smiled, but held his peace. Mr. 
Bell said hewas giad his client could still 
breathe the air,even though he lacked an 
introuuction to some of the objectors. He 
claimed the promoters were acting in good 
faith, but who they were was not the ques- 
tion before the committee, but whether the 
bill was a good one. He showed he wasa 
little panicky by offering to yield tothe ob- 
jections of the property-owners on Park 
avenue and Hickory and Dolman streets. 

The committee then went into executive 
session, They will probably report the bill 
next Tuesday.

Reminiscences of D. D. Withers, Who 
Was Buried To-Day. 


THE FAMOUS TURFMAN’S QUIET LIFE 
AND PECULIAR WAYS. 


—_—_ —_———_—_—_-- 


How He Took Laggard’s Great Victory 
Over Firenzi. Hanover, Kingston and 
Esquimau—The Garfield Park Manage- 
ment Will Probably Oonduct a Meet- 
ing in California—Sport in General. 


David Dunham Withers, the noted turf- 
man, breeder and capitalist who die d at the 
Brevoort House, New York, Thursday, was 
buried in that city to-day, the services being 
held at St. Mark’s Church. The Sage of 
Brookdale, as he was better known on the 
turf, was a remarkable character. His man- 
ners were eccentric, his habits were pecu- 
liar, and he had no intimates, although his 
name was famous on two continents. 

Mr. Withers was a bachelor and was in his 
Tist year. He was Chairman of the Board of 
Control, chief owner of the Astoria Ferry 
Oo., a director in the Bank of the State of 
New York and the head and frontof the 
Monmouth Park Racing Association. He was 
born in this city of old Knickerbocker stock 
and was one of the founders of the Knicker- 
bocker Club. 

Mr. Withers lived in Louisiana in his early 
manhood, and when the war broke out he 
went abroad, where he lived until about 1869. 
In France he became infatuated with racing, 
and when he returned to America he started 
astable of hisown. From that time he has 
been prominent on the turf, and his name 
was aiways a synonym for honesty. 

He never wagered on a race. He bought 
2,000 acres of land in New Jersey anu estab- 
lished the great Brookdale Breeding Farm. 
There he raised all the 2-year-olds which 
have made him-*famous. For sires, he had 
Uncas, Ventilator, King Earnest, Kinglike, 
Stone Hedge and Centerer. 

Tothe present generation of race-goers. 
Withers’ colors of ‘‘all black’’ became most 
prominent in 1882, when Buckstone, Duplex, 
Renegade and many others represented the 
Brookdale Stable. Buckstone will be espe- 
cially remembered by those who rushed to 
get home early from the race, for when he 
was a2and 8 year-old, he usually caused 
long delays at the post by his ugly temper. 

The most famous horse that ever carried 
the Withers colors in front was Laggard. 
Although Mr. Withers never thought much 
of him, his famous victories over Hanover 
and Firenzi stamped hima great horse. It 
was in 1887 at Monmouth Park that Laggard 
scored a victory that never will be forgotten 
by those who saw the races. Laggard de- 
feated Hanover on July 30.of that year, when 
Ahe latter gave him 17 pounds. The big dif- 
ference in weight and the deep mud was all 
in yt favor, as he afterwards proved 
that he was a ‘‘mud horse.’’ The race that 
made Laggarda’s name particularly famous 
was the Omnibus Stakes for 8-year- 
olds, at a mile and a half, run on 
Aug. 2 on a muddy track. The start- 
ers and riders were: Laggard (Hayward), 
Firenzi (Garrison), Hanover (McLaughlin), 
Esquimaux (Donohue) and Kingston (Fitz- 
patrick). Hanover was favorite and led to 
the stretch, where Laggard and Firenzi 
joined him, and then came one of the best 
finishes ever seen up the stretch. All three 
horses ran locked until the last few strides, 
when Hayward, with a mighty effort, landed 
Laggard a winner, but he was only an inch 
or, as turfmen say, an eye-lash, io front of 
oa and Hanover wasashort head be- 


After the race, while the crowd was stand- 
ing around in surprise, Phil Dwyer, who was 
in the timers’ stand with Withers, turned to 
the ‘‘Sage,’’ and extending his hand, of- 
ay his congratulations on the brilliant vic- 

ory. 
**You havea greatcolt at last,’’ said Mr.

**Umph,’’ retorted Withers, ‘‘the’mare can 
beathim. It was only an accident, and if 
Garrison hadthe use of both his hands Fi- 
renzi would have won.’’ 

It will be remembered that Garrison was 
suffering at the time from a bone blow on his 
whip hand, which practically disabled him 
in the hard finish that took place. 

Mr. Withers was a patron vf art, the opera 
and theturf. His wants were few, and he 
lived in an unostentatious way at the Bre- 
voort House. He was absorbed in Monmouth 
Park, and spent over $1,000,000 on improve- 
ments. He overworked himself tiere, and 
this probably caused his death. He leaves a 

ounger brother, Reuben Withers, an inva- 

id, in Paris, and three sisters, Mrs. Payne, 
Mrs. Ludlow and the Countess d’ Rancourt. 


RUNNING RACES ON THR COAST. 
Unless signs fail the Garfield Park Club of 
Chicago will hold a protracted meeting at 
San Francisco, commencing Dec. 1 next.
